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Discards 



7 CARD THRILL is a simplified version 
of PAI GOW POKER, played with a 
standard poker deck of 52 cards plus 
one "Joker." The Joker can be used as 
an Ace, or to form a Straight or Flush. 
After you have made either one or both 
of the bets: POKER BET against the 
Dealer's hand and PAIR OF ACES OR 
BETTER BET on the value of your own 
hand, you will be dealt 7 cards. You then 
must select your best 5-card poker hand from your 7 cards; and 
the Dealer does the same (from the Dealer's 7 cards). 

POKER BET 

The object of the game is to have a better hand than the 
Dealer's hand. Your best 5-card poker hand is compared with 
the Dealer's best 5-card poker hand according to traditional 
poker rankings: 5 Aces, Royal Flush, Straight Flush, 4 of a Kind, 
Full House, Flush, Straight, 3 of a Kind, Two Pair, One Pair and 
High Card. In 7 CARD THRILL, A, 2, 3, 4, 5 is the second highest 
Straight and second highest Straight Flush when suited. 

YOU WIN if your best 5-card poker hand beats the Dealer^ best 
5-card poker hand, and you will either be paid Even Money 
(1 to 1) in most cases, or be paid "half of your wager when 
the Dealer's losing hand is "King-Jack" or "lower." 

Same ranking hands push. If the Dealer's hand beats yours, 
you lose your wager. 

52 PAIR OF ACES OR BETTER BET 

YOU WIN if your best 5-card poker hand is a pair of Aces or 
better If it is any other type of hand, you lose your wager. 

7Vvo Pair or Better 1 to 1 

2 or More Aces 1 1/2 to 1 

Note: Be sure to show the Dealer your Aces to be paid 
IV2 of your wager before splitting or discarding them to 
select your best 5-card poker hand. 
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
